Status of the Application 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/9/12 has been 
entered. 

Claims 1 , 3-4, 6-7, 11-16, and 49-54 are pending in the application.

The information disclosure statement submitted on 1/9/12 was filed prior to the 
instant Notice of Allowability after filing a Request for Continued Examination. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: At the time of 
the invention, geranylgeranyl diphosphate synthase (GGPP synthase) isolated from 
Sulfolobus acidocaldarius and an encoding polynucleotide were known as shown by 
Nishino et al. (EP 0674000 A2; cite 5 of the IDS filed on 3/18/05). Also at the time of the 
invention, the reference of Ohnuma et al. (J. Biol. Chem. 271 :30748-30754, 1996; cited 
in the IDS filed on 1/9/12) discloses the amino acid at the fifth position before the first 
aspartate-rich motif in S. acidocaldarius GGPP synthase, i.e., amino acid 77 of S. 
acidocaldarius GGPP synthase, is a determinant of the final product. However, the prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest a mutant of S. acidocaldarius GGPP synthase 
as encompassed by the claims. Therefore, the mutant polypeptide, polynucleotides, 
host cells, and processes of claims 1 , 3-4, 6-7, 11-16, and 49-54 are allowable over the 
prior art of record.
